Only a few days ago, there were 
reports here that the Syrians were

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Cabinet Ministers 
told to mend their 
‘spendthrift ways’

Finance Committee members 
from the Alignment, the Likud 
and the NRP demanded yesterday 
that Cabinet Ministers mend their 
“gpendthrift” ways and agree to 
still greater econ euts than 
the Cabinet instituted at its week- 
ly session on Sunday. 

A set of proposals, drafted by a 
sub-committee led by Uzi Feiner- 
man, was described 35 inadequate 
even though they went further than 
the cuts which the Cabinet had pro- 
posed, 

The Feinerman sub-committee said 
that civil servants enjoying the per- 
manent use of government cars 
should pay 11450 monthly towards 
upkeep. (The Cabinet on Sunday 
fixed participation at only 11100 
monthly.) 

Tt also recommended that official 
apartments be limited to Ministers, 
the Knesset Speaker and the Chief 
Rabbis; that all handling of vehicle 
purchase, repair and sale be cen- 
tralised and standardised; that gov- 
ernment departmenta he forbidden 
to hire cars directly; and that the 
number of personal drivers be res- 
tricted. 

Seven Committee members, ἰπ- 
cluding chairman Israel Kargman, 
supported a proposal by the NRP's 
Yehuda Ben Meir, that Cabinet Min- 
isters be prohibited from keeping 
Open expense accounts. 

After the Likud’s Yehezkel Fiv- 
min calculated that a Minister's net 

were worth [7,000 month- 
ly, it was proposed that criteria 
be laid down black on white for a 
Minister's daily expenses in hotels 
and restaurants at a level higher 
than that of Knesset Members, and 
that all outlay over this level be 
charged to the Minister personally. 


Budgets 
ni confirmed to the Committee, ac- 
cording to one source, that under 
the open expense account system — 
whatever Ministers signed for was 
paid, however big was the hotel 
or restaurant bill. No limits were 
ever set and no questions were 
ever asked, Gafni told the Commit- 
tee in reply to questions, this source 
said. (Deputy Ministers and direc- 
tors-general enjoy the same pri- 
vilege.) 

Another proposal aired by Ben 
Meir was that only three Ministers 
be supplied with free official apart- 
ments: the Prime Minister, the 
Foreign Minister and the Minister 
of Defence. All the rest should pay 
rent, he sald. 

In view of the flood of proposals, 
the Committee decided to postpone 
its recommendations to a later ses- 
sion. 

The noisiest episode at yester- 
day's session erupted when the 
Likud’s Haim Corfu said Housing 
Minister Avraham Ofer had given 
former Minister-without-Portfolio 
Shulamit Aloni’s son a valuable 
present for his wedding. The Min- 
istry paid, Corfu alleged. When 
chairman Kargman said he would 
have this remark struck from the 
Committee record if Corfu did not 
produce proof for his accusation, 
Ben Meir and the Alignment's Zvi 
Gershuni protested loudly. 

The issue was then ‘tabled as ἃ 
question-in-committee. Some Trea- 
sury official will have to enquire 
into the Housing Ministry's accounts 
to see whether any such gift was

The Treasury announced yesterday 
that virtually all standing approvals 


δ it issued before devaluation for 


trapeactions involving foreign cur- 
rency will be cancelled as of Feb- 
ruary 1, 1975. 

The cancellations will not apply 
to the following: banks: specific al- 
locationa for imports, so long as the 
import Meence is valid (that is, if 
the items are not in the category of 
imports banned for six months); and 
foreign currency allocation for travel 
abroad. Approvals due to expire by 
the end of March are also exempt 
trom this cancellation order, issued 
by the Finance Minister, 


One of the reasons given for the 
cancellation was the Treasury's desire 
to review each approval to determine 
whether the reasons for granting it 


were still valid. But, officials con- 
ceded, a major reason was the re- 
cent rapid decline in foreign cur- 
rency reserves, and the losses the 
economy suffered by the improperly 
supervised transactions of several 
companies — such as the Israel Cor- 
poration and its affiliates, Zim and 
the Haifa Refineries. The Treasury's 
action is aimed at reducing permits 
for foreign currency transactions to 
a minimum, and to provide them for 
spécifie purposes on a one-time basis. 

Anyone’ requiring permission to 
continue using foreign currency after 
February 1 will have to apply for 
an extension, giving his reasons. 
There is no guarantee the extensions 
would be granted, the Director of 
the Treasury's Foreign Currency Di- 
vision said yesterday — but even if 
they are, it will be for a specified 
length of time, and possibly with 
other restrictions.

ISRAEL, EIRE TO 
EXCHANGE ENVOYS

LONDON. — Israel and Ireland have 
agreed to normalize their diplomatic 
relations and are expected to an- 
nounce shortly the exchange of 
diplomatic representatives, possibly 

on a double accreditation basis. 

Agreement on this step was 
reached last week when Israel's 
Ambassador in London, Gideon Ra- 
fael, visited Dublin as the represen- 
tative of the Israel Government to 
attend the funeral of Irish President 
Erskine Childers. 

While there he had talks with the 
Irish Minister of External Affairs, 
Dr. Garrett Fitzgerald, and apparent- 
Ty tne two agreed to the establish- 
ment of full diplomatic relations. 

Ireland opened an embassy in Bei- 
rut earlier this year, and there was 
some talk a few months ago of the 
establishment of diplomatic relations 
with Egypt. The Irish were unable 
to confirm this for me at the time, 


and still refuse to confirm the report. 

Rafeel and Fitzgerald also dis- 
cussed the Middle Hast situation in 
general, particularly Ireland's at- 
titude to the PLO. Ireland voted in 
favour of hearing the PLO at the 
UN General Assembly, but abstained 
during the vote on the resolution 
at the end of the Palestinian debate.

Students. clash 
in Istanbul 


ISTANBUL |AP). — At least 
three youths were wounded in poli- 
tical clashes yesterday as more 
than 1,000 university students 
fought with clubs, fists and guns. 


Police identified the attacking 
group as pro-fascist “commandos,” 
who, they said, raided the univer- 
sity premises and blocked entry to 
the campus. The group then en- 
gaged some 400 students at the 
university's various faculties and 
started to beat those attempting to 
leave the university, police said. 


In the ensuing battle, several 
shots of light machinegun fire were 
heard as police despatched special 
trucks to disperse the fighters. The 
commandos withdrew amid tight 
security precautions around the uni- 
versity. 


Authorities fear a revival of the 
student unrest which, in the early 
1970s, led to three years of martial 
Jaw rule and a crackdown on the 
Turkish left.

Egypt to hang couple 
‘who spied for Israel’ 


CAIRO (UPI) — An Egyptian 
military court yesterday sentenced 
a husband and wife to death and 
their 19-year-old son to five years 
imprisonment on charges of spying 
for Israel, the Middle East News 
Agency sald. 


Mohammed Youssef Shahin, a 38- 
year-old Palestinian, his Egyptian 
wife Inshirah, and their sons, Nabil, 
19, Mohammed, 17, and Adel, 16, 
were arrested in August by Egyp- 
tian intelligence authorities and ac- 
cused of spying for Israel. 


The news agency said Israel re- 
cruited Shahin shortly after the 
Six Day War when he was employed 
by the Egyptian Government in 
EL Arish. 


In the years he allegedly worked 
for Israeli intelligence, the agency 
said, Shahin and his wife made 


Several trips to Israel by way of 
Rome and they had Israeli pass- 
ports. 

Although the Shahin family were 
arrested in August, Egyptian intel- 
ligence withheld an announcement 
supposedly to intercept Israeli code 
messages radioed to the couple, the 
agency said. When arrested, the 
couple were said to have had in 
their possession a sophisticated 
US.-made radio transmitter. The 
prosecution sald they used it to re- 
port on “any military moves in- 
dicating a new war in the region.” 

The Egyptian Supreme Military 
Court found Shahin, his wife and 
eldest son gullty of spying for Is- 
rael. Tt sentenced the father and 
Mother to death by hanging and 
their eldest son to five years im- 
prisonment. The two younger sons 
were sent to a juventie home.

ADDIS ABABA. (Reuter). 
Ethiopia yesterday awaited a new 
head of state to replace Gen. 
Aman Andom, shot in the mass 
executions Saturday night of 60 
government officials and military 
officers. a 

The country’s military rulers, 
the 120-man' supreme military 
‘council, announced over the radio 
that the name of General Aman’s 
replacement would be given very 
_g00n. Until this name is announ- 
ced —. Ethiopia is. without a head 
of state. 

Most of the executions were re- 
ported to have taken place in the 
city’s main jail in the western 
sector of the capital. Reliable re- 
ports said the 60 prisoners select- 
ed for execution — 29 civilians 
‘and 31 military personnel — were 
taken from the cellars of the 
Grand Palace at about 9 p.m. and 
were shot in groups some 45 mi- 
nutes later. - 

The question of the man who 
must emerge as head of state is 
one of immediate importance. The 
120-man Supreme Military Coun- 
cil must decide this immediately © 
if it is to try to extricate the 
country from its. extremely con- 
fused situation. 

The military council made no 
mention of the 82-year-old ex- 
emperor, but it was assumed that 
he was unharmed. 

After the executions, troops in 
Asmara, capital of the troubled 
northern province of Eritrea, 
were confined to barracks. Sour- 
ces said they believed one of the 
reasons for the execution of Gen. 
Aman, an Eritrean by birth, was 
his “soft line” on Eritrean se- 
cessionists. 


Syria has Cuban 


NEW YORE (JTA), — Israel and 
Syria are “at least one-third again 
ag strong” as they were when fight- 
ing broke out in the Yom Kippur 
‘War, “Time” magazine says this 
week in an assessment of arma 
strength in the Middle East.

‘Didn't serve IC at Zim’s expense’

MICHA, TZUR denies allegations in the Kirschner 
report (on the. Zim shipping company's, relations 
with ‘the Rosenbaum interests in Switzerland) that 
the manipulated Zim's finances in the’ interests of 
the Israel Corporation, Zim's parent company. Tzur's 
vigorous denial was made in 8 second interview with 
The Jerusalem Post. (The first was published in Fri- 
day’s issue of the paper.) - 

He takes issue with two statements in the 
report. The first is that “without Rosenbaum, Tzur 
would have been unable to mobilize the German 
investment (the implication being that the true 
source of the German investment was disguised). 
The seccad. allegation is that Tzur pressed Zim to 
accept a loan “that Zim did not need at that time,” 
and “the transaction served the interests of the IC, 
not of Zim.” 

_Mr. Tzur recalls that the German group, headed 
by Dr, Rieger, undertook in ‘1970 a major invest- 
ment of $52m. in the IC, one-third of it equity anti 
two-thirds loan, which was the best combination for 
them under the. German tax system. 

The loan of $84m. would be for twelve years, 
with six years’ grace, during which only interest 
‘would be paid. Dr. Rieger’s group (who formed a 
ecmpany for the purpose, called Israels Investitions 
und Beteiligungs-geselischaft — ITB) decided to bor- 
row the $34m. from the Bank fuer Gemelnwirtschaft. 
The bank agreed, provided the German authorities 
guaranteed the credit against political risks. But the 
German administration — now under the Socialists, 
who were less enthusiastic about tax reliefa than 
their predecessors — kept stalling over the guarantee.

So Finance Minister Sapir wrote on July 27, 1970 
to the German Finance Minister (at the time Dr.

were allowed to make this placement, Sapir said, 
it would help build an oi] refinery in Ashdod, acquire 
a controlling interest in Zim, and construct two 500- 
room hotels, In Jerusalem and Tel Aviv respectively. 


‘The German Government approved the investment 
and so did the administration of North-Rhine 
Westphalia. But the political guarantee was not 
forthcoming, and the Bank fuer Gemelnwirtschaft con- 
sequently dropped out. Tzur therefore suggested to 
the Executive Committee of the IC that the Israell 
banks represented on the Board of the IC supply 
ἃ bridging Joan to ΠΕ from the foreign-owned 
deposits in their European subsidiaries, ich was 
perfectly legitimate according to German law.

Mr. Tzur’s ,explanation is different. Having re- 
ceived $12m. from the IIB, the Israel Corporation 
had (under German law) to invest it all by the 
end of 1971. However, in 1971, they received an- 
other §13.2m, (one-third equity, two-thirds loan} — 
which they had to invest by the end of 1972. 


By the end of 1971, they had indeed invested 
the first $12m. and more, Tzur states — but some 
of it was the new money, so that $6m. still remain- 
ed of the first loan, drawing interest in Rosen- 


baum's bank. a . 

“This withdrawal” did coincide, [Ε΄ must “be “said, 
with ‘the ‘repayment of IZB's Joan to Rosenbaum, The 
Germans defrayed their debt out of long-term 
credits. One advance came from Luxinvest, a sub- 
sidiary of Bank Leumi, which provided (after all) 
a sum of §$8m. Ancther long-term loan came from 
Contrafin, to the sum of $5.5m. Contrafin belongs 
to the Rosenbaum group. . 


A prediction of the cash flow for 1972, written 
up by Zim's Treasurer, Levi Shevat (the table ig 
available) included as expected financing of not only 
the IC loan, but two other loans — that did not 
eventuate, leaving the projected accounts in deficit. 

The IC joan came in fact to fill a void, and was 
used to finance the purchase of off tankers from 
the Verolme shipyard in Holland, according to Tzur.

Part of the 21 
per cent increase in export incen- 
tives granted to date has already 
been offset by the cost creep, and 
some hopeful export industries, such 
as chemicals, are now actually worse 
off than before the devaluation. The

DESPITE THE AMBIGUITY of the 125-

Much of 
the deviation can be attributed to the So- 
viets themselves, who threw their weight 
in behind the PLO’s entry into the Middle 
East arena via the UN. 

‘The PLO’s thrust into the United Nations 
was bound to lead to what the move- 
ment's spokesmen termed as an alteration 
of UN resolutions. They referred, of course, 
to the Security Council’s Resolutions 338 
and 242 which have governed the year-long 
political dialogue in the Middle East built 
up by U.S. Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
alnger for the first time in the 26 years 
of conflict between the Arabs and Israel. 

Probably the most significant part of 
the Middle East accord at Viadivostok is 
that which affirms the intention of the 
United States and the Soviet Union ‘to 
make every effort to promote a solution 
of the key issues of a just and lasting 
peace in that area on the basis of the 
UN Resolution 338, with due account taken 
of the legitimate interests of all peoples, 
including the Palestinian people, and res- 
pect for the right of all the states in the 
area to independence and existence.”

OPEN LETTER TO Dr. WALDHEIM 


Sir, — May I ask you to spare

The 
Arab administration of camps and 
of the native Palestinians they gov- 
erneli in areas of Palestine they 
occupied was one long catalogue of 
horror. It was summed up pithily by 
Alexander Galloway, a former 
UNRWA director in Jordan: “The 
Arab leaders,’ he said, “don’t give 
a damn if the refugees live or 
die." 

I should like to point out that 
the United Nations Relief and Works 
Agency for Palestine: Refugees in 


the Near East (UNRW4A.) has never {| 


“controiled" any of the refugee 
camps; the responsibility for law 
and order rests with the host. gov- 
ernment or, in the case of camps 
in the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip, with the Occupying Power. 
The role of UNRWA is to provide 
services for refugees entitled to 
them, whether living m the camps 
(86 per cent) or outside, and the 
Agency has installations (e.g. 
schools, clinics} for this purpose. 

Any opinion attributed to Sir 
Alexander Galloway in respect of 
the refugees must take into account 
the fact that his services with
